Our reg iment was o rg an­ 
ized September, 18 9 9 , and after a sho rt 
encampment at Camp Meade, Pa., we 
were o rdered to duty in the Philip­ 
pines, leav ing New Yo rk o n the U. S. 
A. T. Tho mas, the larg est and o ne o f 
the finest equipped transpo rts in the 
United States serv ice, measuring 405 
feet in leng th, 50 feet beam, 28 feet 
draft 
and 
3,8 00 
ho rsepo wer. 
We 
steamed o ut o n the Atlantic No v ember 
4, 18 9 9 , and sig hted Cape St. Vincent 
No v ember 14, arriv ing at Gibraltar at 
10:30 a. m. No v ember 15; distance 3,- 
109 miles. 
Here a larg e number o f us 
secured sho re leav e and v isited the fa­ 
mo us city built o n the side o f a ro ck 
In the 
so uth o f Spain. There were 
1,8 9 9 g uns in the ro ck. They add o ne 
each y ear. We left Gibraltar fo r Mal­ 
ta at 7:30 p. n:. o n No v ember 10, 18 9 9 . 
As we steamed o ut o f the harbo r, pass­ 
ing the 
larg e fleet o f Eng land’s nav y 
statio ned there, we were saluted by 
three hearty cheers fro m 
each ship 
and the bands play ing appro priate na­ 
tio nal tunes, “Go d Sav e the Queen,” 
“The Star Spang led Banner,” etc. Our 
men and bands respo nding in g reat 
fo rm. 
We steamed alo ng the Medit­ 
erranean near the 
co ast 
o f 
Africa 
passing at 
times in sig ht o f 
small 
ham lets o n the co ast o f Mo ro cco , Al­ 
g iers, Tunis and Tripo li, reaching Cape 
Blanc No v ember 18 and 
Cape Brer,

Sorsogon, Luzon, May 14, 1900. 
Dear Friend Bd—I have been pre­ 
vailed to write you, giving some of my 
experience with the native Filipinos 
and insurgents, as well as a descrip­ 
tion of our trip to this remote part of 
the world. Our regiment was organ­ 
ised September, 1899, and after a short 
encampment at Camp Meade, Pa., we 
were ordered to duty in the Philip­ 
pines, leaving New York on the U. S. 
A. T. Thomas, the largest and one of 
the finest equipped transports in the 
United States service, measuring 465 
feet in length, 56 feet beam, 28 feet 
draft 
and 
3,800 
horse-power. 
We 
Steamed out on the Atlantic November 
4, 1899, and sighted Cape St. Vincent 
November 14, arriving at Gibraltar at 
10:30 a. rn. November 15; distance 3,- 
149 miles. Here a large number of us 
secured shore leave and visited the fa­ 
mous city built on the side of a rock 
in the south of Spain. There were 
1,899 guns in the rock. They add one 
each year. We left Gibraltar for Mal­ 
ta at 7:30 p. rn. on November 16, 1899. 
As we steamed out of the harbor, pass­ 
ing the large fleet of England’s navy 
stationed there, we were saluted by 
three hearty cheers from 
each ship 
and the bands playing appropriate na­ 
tional tunes, “God Save the Queen,” 
"The Star Spangled Banner,” etc. Our 
men and bands responding in great 
form. We steamed along the Medit­ 
erranean near the coast of Africa 
passing at times in sight of small 
hamlets on the coast of Morocco, Al­ 
giers, Tunis and Tripoli, reaching Cape 
Blanc November 18 and 
Cape Brer, 
and at 10:30 p. rn. same day we sighted 
the island of Sicily and reached Val­ 
uta, isle of Malta. November 20. 
This is the most important city on 
the island and its ancient buildings, 
churches, forts, palaces, etc., of histor­ 
ical fame, proved worthy of our at­ 
tention for the short time alloted us 
here. We visited Fort Ricinoli, near 
the governor’s palace, a place of great 
Interest. 
Our colonel received an invitation to 
bring the regiment ashore for review. 
We donned our new khaki uniforms 
and tan shoes, and with brasses pol­ 
ished.and belts as white as snow, pro­ 
ceeded in small boats towed by the 
steam launch from H. M. S. Caesar, 
the British admiral’s flag ship. From 
the beach we marched to the parade 
ground and passed in review, being 
highly .complimented by the governor 
and staff and receiving great applause 
from the citizens, soldiers and sailors 
who had congregated by the thou­ 
sands. 
The next morning our heads 
were very much enlarged by the praise 
bestowed upon us through the Malta 
press. 
The British soldiers took very kindly 
to us and made things pleasant dur­ 
ing our short stay. In the harbor was 
the Spanish transport Isle De Luzon 
conveying 1,500 soldiers from Manila 
to Barcelona, another of England’s 
large naval fleets was stationed here, 
and as we passed out of the harbor 
November 83 we went through the 
same ceremony as at Gibraltar. We 
reached Fort Said, Egypt, at 4 p. rn. 
November 26, 1899. This is a gay 


Oriental city and you witness that life 
in its original type. Here the so-called 
“Streets of Cairo” can be seen at their 
best, and I am afraid America’s repre­ 
sentation at the world’s fair fell short 
in many points of interest. 
Port Said is located at the entrance 
of the Suez canal. From the Mediter­ 
ranean,as you enter, your eye falls on 
a magnificent statue of Ferdinand De 
Lesseps the originator and promoter 
of this va.->t water course, which ex­ 
tends north and south, 
separating 
Egypt from Turkey in Asia. It is 99 
miles in length, reducing the distance 
from London to India from 11,379 to 
7,628 miles. Going through the canal 
we were compelled to reduce our speed 
to five knots an hour and take on 
search lights. It was a beautiful night. 
The desert, illuminated for miles dis­ 
tant by our powerful lights, we could 
see the Turks and Arabs with their 
camels, some moving along, others en­ 
camped for the night. Here we meet 
the Arab beggar, a fierce looking peo­ 
ple. They would run along the banks 
of the canal waiting for some one to 
throw a coin into the water, when they 
would dive for it, invariably bringing 
the trophy to the surface. 
They 
seemed to live in the ground. They 
would jump out of holes all along the 
canal, reminding one of a prairie dog 
in the west. 
We arrived at Suez at 10:30 a. rn. 
November 28, and left one hour later, 
steaming out in the Gulf of Suez and

coast of Arabia, passing 
the 12 Apostle isles and Mt. Sinai, 
reaching Colombo, island of Ceylon, 
December 9 after a long trip of 3,418 
miles through the Red sea. 
Here we met the U. S. Cruiser Nash­ 
ville, also bound for Manila. We vis­ 
ited the Buddist temple, British mu­ 
seum and several other places of in­ 
terest. Leaving Colombo we steamed 
through the Arabian sea and Indian 
ocean to Singapore, Malay Peninsula, 
December 16; distance 1,548 miles. 
Here we took a ride in a native 
“jyurickslas” and visited all places of 
interest, being chaperoned by the Brit­ 
ish soldiers, who also garrison 
this 
port. It is inhabited by Turks, Arabs, 
Japs and Chinese. We left Singapore 
through the China sea December 19. 
This being the day we were to cross 
the equator “Old Neptune” was 
to 
come on board and hold high carni­ 
val. Two of the 
dirtiest men from 
each company were selected to meet 
him. 
The master of ceremonies an­ 
nounced that the grand march would 
start at 2 p. rn.

We disembarked December 23, go­ 
ing to Pasig City on the north firing 
line, taking up quarters in an old Span­ 
ish cathedral and relieving the 37th 
infantry, U. S. volunteers.

We were re­ 
lieved January 5, 1900, by the 29th in­ 
fantry, U. S. volunteers, and went to 
Manila, boarding the U. S. A. T. Han­ 
cock. 
Having been assigned to 
General 
Kobbe’s expedition to open all ports 
on the islands of Leyte, Samar and 
Southern Luzon. This comprised the 
43d and 47th infantry and one battery 
of the 3d light artillery. 
We sailed 
January 18 with five transports, the 
cruiser Nashville, gunboat Helena and 
our dispatch boat, arriving off the city 
of Sorsogon January 20. Company K 
was first ordered to show as scouts 
and provost guard. We proceeded in 
small boats in a short time. The guns 
of the naval vessels being in the mean* 
time trained on the city. We met with 
no resistance, about 600 of the insur- 
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gents fleeing to the mountains. Com­ 
pany M took up quarters at the fort 
and Company K made barracks out of 
the president’s headquarters. Com­ 
panies I and L were here for a short 
time, but were assigned for garrison 
duty in neighboring towns. 
We are located on a beautiful spot 
off the Bay De Sorsogon. The Filipi­ 
nos are very fond of dress, bright and

•team launch from H. M. S. Caesar, 
the British admiral’s flag ship. 
From 
the beach we marched to the parade 
ground and passed in review, being 
highly ..complimented by the governor 
and staff and receiving great applause 
from the citizens, soldiers and sailors 
who had congregated by the 
thou­ 
sands. 
The next morning our heads 
were very much enlarged by the praise 
bestowed upon us through the Malta 
press. 
The British soldiers took very kindly 
to us and made things pleasant dur­ 
ing our short stay. In the harbor was 
the Spanish transport Isle De Luzon 
conveying 1,500 soldiers from Manila 
to Barcelona, another of England’s 
large naval fleets was stationed here, 
and as we passed out of the harbor 
November 23 we went through the 
same ceremony as at Gibraltar. We 
reached Port Said, Egypt, at 6 p. rn. 
November 26, 1899. This is a gay 


Oriental city and you witness that life 
in its original type. Here the so-called 
“Streets of Cairo” can be seen at their 
E 


best, and I am afraid America’s repre­ 
sentation at the world’s fair fell short 
in many points of interest. 


Port Said is located at the entrance 
of the Suez canal. From the Mediter­ 
ranean,as you enter, your eye falls on 
a magnificent statue of Ferdinand De 
Lesseps th** originator and promoter 
of 
this vuftt water course, which ex­ 
tends north 
and 
south, 
separating 
Egypt from Turkey in Asia. 
It is 99 
miles in length, reducing the distance 
from London to India from 11,379 to 
7,628 miles. Going through the canal 
we were compelled to reduce our speed 
to five knots an hour and 
take 
on 
search lights. It was a beautiful night. 
The desert, illuminated for miles dis­ 
tant by our powerful lights, we could 
see the Turks and Arabs with their 
camels, some moving along, others en­ 
camped for the night. Here we meet 
the Arab beggar, a fierce looking peo­ 
ple. They would run along the banks 
of the canal waiting for some one to 
throw a coin Into the water, when they 
would dive for It, Invariably bringing 
the 
trophy to 
the 
surface. 
They 
seemed to live In the ground. 
They 
would jump out of holes all along the 
canal, reminding one of a prairie dog 
In the west. 
We arrived at Suez at 10:30 a. rn. 
November 28, and left one hour later, 
steaming out in the Gulf of Suez and 
along the 
coast of Arabia, passing 
the 12 Apostle isles and 
Mt. 
Sinai, 
reaching Colombo, island of 
Ceylon, 
December 9 after a long trip of 3,418 
miles through the Red sea. 
Here we met the U. S. Cruiser Nash­ 
ville, also bound for Manila. We vis­ 
ited the Buddist temple, British mu­ 
seum and several other places of in­ 
terest. 
Leaving Colombo we steamed 
through the Arabian sea and Indian 
ocean to Singapore, Malay Peninsula, 
December 16; distance 1,548 miles. 
Here we took a ride in 
a 
native 
“jyurickslas” and visited all places of 
interest, being chaperoned by the Brit­ 
ish soldiers, who also garrison 
this 
port. It is inhabited by Turks, Arabs, 
Japs and Chinese. We left Singapore 
through the China sea December 
19. 
This being the day we were to cross 
the equator “Old Neptune” was 
to 
come on board and hold high carni­ 
val. 
Two of the 
dirtiest men from 
each company were selected to meet 
him. 
The m aster of ceremonies an­ 
nounced that the grand march would 
start at 2 p. rn. 
Having arranged a 
large tank out of canvas on the side 
of the ship with a platform near the 
top the procession of 24 started 
on 
time. 
They were at first treated to a 
dose of the hose, then escorted to the 
barber, who lathered them 
with a 
white wash brush and shaved them 
with a huge wooden razor, then tum ­ 
bling them backwards into the tank. 
After one 
more dose with the hose 
they were set free. 
We arrived at Manila at 4:45 p. rn. 
December 22; distant 1,289 miles; dis­ 
tance traveled from New York, 11.447 
miles. 
We disembarked December 23, go­ 
ing to Pasig City on the north firing 
line, taking up quarters in an old Span­ 
ish cathedral and relieving the 
37th 
infantry, U. S. volunteers. While here 
Company K 
captured 
a case con­ 
taining 1,800 cocoanuts. We were re­ 
lieved January 5, 1900, by the 29th in­ 
fantry, U. S. volunteers, and went to 
Manila, boarding the U. S. A. T. Han­ 
cock. 
Having been assigned to 
General 
Kobbe’s expedition to open all ports 
on the islands of Leyte, Samar 
and 
Southern Luzon. 
This comprised the 
43d and 47th infantry and one battery 
of the 3d light artillery. 
We sailed 
January 18 with five transports, the 
cruiser Nashville, gunboat Helena and 
our dispatch boat, arriving off the city 
of Sorsogon January 20. 
Company K 
was first ordered to show as scouts 
and provost guard. We proceeded in 
small boats in a short time. The guns 
of the naval vessels being in the mean­ 
time trained on the city. We met with 
no resistance, about 600 of the insur-

gents fleeing to the mountains. Com­ 
pany M took up quarters at the fort 
and Company K made barracks out of 
the president’s headquarters. 
Com­ 
panies I and L were here for a short 
time, but were assigned for garrison 
duty in neighboring towns. 
We are located on a beautiful spot 
off the Bay De Sorsogon. The Filipi­ 
nos are very fond of dress, bright and 
gay colors predominate 
among 
the 
male sex. The senorita is as much at­ 
tached to her cigarette as the 
men. 
They take kindly to music and dancing 
and are great dancers and gamblers. 
There are a great many 
Spaniards 
here, mostly people of wealth. 
They 
have* a more 
excluded society,

are too proud to associate with

American. They have elected a native 
presidente of the city and council, as 
well as other city dignitaries. 
The Streets are patrolled in the day

Company L, 47th. 
Yesterday we received courier 
that 
they had been attacked by large forces

finally driving them from the place. 
200 reported killed. Have not yet got 
the official news. 
On March 4 we took the city of Ba­ 
con after a hard fight and left a gar­ 
rison of 19 men from Companies K 
and M to guard the city.

JOHN I. VANMETER 


Cf Pike county served in the house of representatives in the Thirty-fifth 
general assembly in 1836-1837, in the state senate from 1837 to 1839 and *wis 
elected to the Tw enty-eighth congress in 1842 from the Eighth district com­ 
prising Pike, Jackson, Ross and Hocking counties. 
He was born in Hardv 
county, Virginia, in 1798, and died in August, 1875. 
He m igrated to Pike 
county, Ohio, in 1826, after having served in the Virginia house of delegates.

hig in politics, and a lawyer by profession, and was for years at 
the head of the Chillicothe bar.

ELIAS FLORENCE. 
Elia* Florence of Pickaw ay county was born in Fauquier county Vir­ 
ginia, Feb. 15, 1797, and died in Pickaway county. Ohio, in 1870. 
He came 
from Virginia to Ohio in 1806 w ith his father, W illiam Florence who was 
one of the first com m issioners of Pickaway county, a member of the legis­ 
lature and an associate judge of the court of common pleas. 
Elias Florence spent his early years working on his father’s farm and 
managed to secure a fair education, largely through his own unaided exer­ 
tions. After attaining manhood he entered into the business of buying and 
gelling live stock, in which he was very successful. 
° 
He represented Pickaw ay county in the house of representatives during 
the Twenty-eighth, Tw enty-ninth, Thirty-second and T hirty-ninth general 
assemblies, and in the senate during the Thirty-fifth and T hirty-sixth gen­ 
eral assemblies. 
He was a wise and capable legislator. 
Although a W hi­ 
le was elected both to the legislature aud congress by constituencies which 
were largely Democratic. 
In 1842 he was elected to the Twenty-eighth congress from the Ninth 
district, composed of the counties of Pickaway, Fayette and Fairfield 
He 
gerved but a single term , failing a second election. 


HEMAN A. MOORE 


Of Franklin county was elected to the Tw enty-eighth congress in 1842 from 
the Tenth district, Franklin, Licking and Knox counties, and died in 1844, 
before the expiration of his term , and was succeeded by Alfred P. Stone 
He was born in Plainfield, Vermont, in 1810, and came to Ohio when a 
young man, and served as adjutant general of the state for a brief neriod 
He died in Columbus April 3, 1844. 


PER LEY B. JOHNSON.' 
Perley B. Johnson of Morgan county s-rved in the house of the Thirtv- 
eecond general assem blies, 1833-1834. 
In 1842 he was elected to the Twenty- 
eighth congress from the ih irteen th district, com prising Morgan, Perry and 
Washington counties. 
He was born in Ohio about 1800, and died a t an 
advanced age in Morgan county. 


WILLIAM MCCAUSLIN. 
William McCaiislin of Jefferson county was elected to the Twenty- 
eighth congress in 1842 from the Seventeenth district, Jefferson, Carroll and 
Columbiana counties. 
A single term in congress constituted his principal 
public services. 
He was born in Ohio a t the beginning of the century, and 
died in Jefferson county at an advanced age. 


JOSEPH MORRIS. 
Joseph M orris of Monroe county was a m em ber of the house of the 
Thirty-second and T hirty-third general assembl] s in 1833-1835. 
In 1842 he 
was elected to the Tw enty-eighth congress from the Fifteenth district, 
Monroe, Belmont and H arrison counties, and was re-elected to the Twenty- 
ninth in 1844 from the same district. 
He was among the early settlers anc 
prominent citizens in th a t part of the state. 
He was born in Greene county, Pennsylvania, Oct. 16, 1795, and was 
sheriff of th at county in 1824. 
He removed to Monroe county, Ohio, in 1829 
where he resided until his death Oct. 23, 1854. 


A LFR ED P. STONE 
Was chosen to the vacancy caused by the death of Hem an A. Moore in the 
Twenty-eighth congress, 1844, from the Tenth district, as above. 
On the 15th of June, 1856, W illiam H. Gibson resigned the office of 
treasurer of state and Mr. Stone was imm ediately appointed to the vacancy 
by Governor Salmon P. Chase. 
A t the October election, 1857, he was elected 
as a Republican to the same office over Jam es R. Morris, Democrat, by a 
vote of 160,618 to 158,942. 
At the October election, 1859, he was re-elected 
over William Bushnell, Democrat, by a vote of 184,567 to 170,413. 
He served 
for a period of five years lr the office. 
Mr. Stone was born in H am pshire county, M assachusetts, on the 28th 
of June, 1813, and came to Ohio when a young man. 
He died in Columbus.

Sorsogon, Luzon, May 14, 1900. 
Dear Friend Ed—I have been pre­ 
vailed to write you, giving Home of ray 
experience with the native Filipinos 
and insurgents, as well as a descrip­ 
tion of our trip to this remote part of 
the world. 
Our regiment was organ­ 
ized September, 1999, and after a short 
encampment at Camp Meade, Pa., we 
were ordered to duty in the Philip­ 
pines, leaving New York on the U. S. 
A. T. Thomas, the largest and one of 
the finest equipped transports in the 
United States service, measuring 405 
feet in length, 56 feet beam, 28 feet 
draft 
and 
3,800 
horsepower. 
We 
steamed out on the Atlantic November 
4, 1899, and sighted Cape St. Vincent 
November 14, arriving at Gibraltar at 
10:30 a. rn. November 15; distance 3,- 
169 miles. Here a large number of us 
secured shore leave and visited the fa­ 
mous city built on the side of a rock 
In the 
south of Spain. There were 
1,899 guns in the rock. They add one 
each year. We left Gibraltar for Mal­ 
ta at 7:30 p. rn on November 16, 1899. 
As we steamed out of the harbor, pass­ 
ing the large fleet of England’s navy 
stationed there, we were saluted by 
three hearty cheers from 
each ship 
and the bands playing appropriate na­ 
tional tunes, “God Save the Queen,” 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” etc. Our 
men and bands responding in great 
form. 
We steamed along the Medit­ 
erranean near the coast 
of Africa 
passing at 
times in sight of 
small 
hamlets on the coast of Morocco, Al­ 
giers, Tunis and Tripoli, reaching Cape 
Blanc November 18 and 
Cape Brer, 
and at 10:30 p. rn. same day we sighted 
the island of Sicily and reached Val­ 
uta, isle of Malta. November 20. 
This is the most Important city on 
the island and its ancient buildings, 
churches, forts, palaces, etc., of histor­ 
ical fame, proved worthy of our at 
tention for the short time alloted us 
here. 
We visited Fort Ricinoll, n ear: 
the governor’s palace, a place of great 
Interest. 
Our colonel received an invitation to 
bring the regiment ashore for review, 
We donned our new khaki uniforms 
and tan shoes, and with brasses pol­ 
ished and belts as white as snow, pro­ 
ceeded in small boats towed by the 
steam launch from H. M. S. Caesar, 
the British admiral’s flag ship. 
From 
the beach we marched to the parade 
ground and passed In review, being 
highly complimented by the governor 
and stafr and receiving great applause 
from the citizens, soldiers and sailors 
who had congregated by the 
thou­ 
sands. 
The next morning our heads 
were very much enlarged by the praise 
bestowed upon us through the Malta 
press. 
The British soldiers took very kindly 
to us and made things pleasant dur­ 
ing our short stay. In the harbor was 
the Spanish transport Isle De Luzon 
conveying 1.500 soldiers from Manila 
to Barcelona, another of England’s 
large naval fleets was stationed here, 
and as we passed out of the harbor 
November 23 we went 
through 
the 
same ceremony as at Gibraltar. 
We 
reached Port Said, Egypt, at 6 p. rn. 
November 26, 1899. 
This Is 
a 
gay 


Oriental city and you witness that life 
in its original type. Here the so-called 
“Streets of Cairo" can be seen at their 


E 


best, and I am afraid America's repre­ 
sentation at the world’s fair fell short 
in many points of interest. 


Port Said Is located at the entrance 
of the Suez canal. From the Mediter­ 
ranean,as you enter, your eye fails on 
a magnificent statue of Ferdinand De 
Lesseps. th«* originator and promoter 
of this va.->t water course, which ex­ 
tern s north 
and 
south, 
separating 
Egypt from Turkey in Asia. 
It is 99 
miles in length, reducing the distance 
from London to India from 11,379 to 
7,628 miles. Going through the canal 
we were compelled to reduce our speed 
to five knots an hour and 
take 
on 
search lights. It was a beautiful night. 
The desert, illuminated for miles dis­ 
tant by our powerful lights, we could 
see the Turks and Arabs with their 
camels, some moving along, others en­ 
camped for the night. Here we meet 
the Arab beggar, a fierce looking peo­ 
ple. They would run along the banks 
of the canal waiting for some one to 
throw a coin into the water, when they 
would dive for it, invariably bringing 
the 
trophy to the 
surface. 
They 
seemed to live In the ground. 
They 
would jump out of holes all along the 
canal, reminding one of a prairie dog 
in the 
west. 
We arrived at Suez at 10:30 a. rn, 
November 28, and left one hour later, 
steaming out in the Gulf of Suez and 
along the 
coast of Arabia, passing 
the 12 Apostle isles and 
Mt. 
Sinai, 
reaching Colombo, island of 
Ceylon, 
December 9 after a long trip of 3,418 
miles through the Red sea. 
Here we met the U. S. Cruiser Nash­ 
ville, also bound for Manila. We vis­ 
ited the Buddist temple, British mu­ 
seum and several other places of in­ 
terest. 
Leaving Colombo we steamed 
through the Arabian sea and Indian 
ocean to Singapore, Malay Peninsula, 
December 16; distance 1,548 miles. 
Here we took a ride in 
a 
native 
“jyurlckslas” and visited all places of 
interest, being chaperoned by the Brit­ 
ish soldiers, who also garrison 
this 
port. It is inhabited by Turks, Arabs, 
.laps and Chinese. We left Singapore 
through the China sen December 
19. 
This being the day we were to cross 
the equator “Old Neptune” was 
to 
come 
on board and hold high carni­ 
val. 
Two of the 
dirtiest men from 
each company were selected to meet 
him. 
The master of ceremonies an­ 
nounced that the grand march would 
start at 2 p. rn. 
Having arranged a 
large tank out of canvas on the side 
of the ship with a platform near the 
top the procession of 24 started 
on 
time. They were at first treated to a 
dose of the hose then escorted to the 
barber, who lathered them 
with a 
white-wash brush and shaved them 
with a huge wooden razor, then tum­ 
bling them backwards into the tank. 
After one 
more dose with the hose 
they were set free. 
We arrived at Manila at 4:45 p. rn. 
December 22; distant 1.289 miles; dis­ 
tance traveled from New York, 11.447 
miles. 
We disembarked December 23, go­ 
ing to Pasig City on the north firing 
line, taking up quarters in an old Span­ 
ish cathedral and relieving the 37th 
infantry, U. S. volunteers. While here 
Company K 
captured 
a case con­ 
taining 1,800 cocoanuts. We were re­ 
lieved January 5, 1900, by the 29th in­ 
fantry, U. S. volunteers, and went to 
Manila, boarding tho U. S. A. T. Han­ 
cock. 
Having been assigned to 
General 
Kobbe’s expedition to open all ports 
on the islands of Lsyte, Samar 
and 
Southern Luzon. 
This comprised the 
43d and 47th infantry and one battery 
of the Sd light artillery. 
We sailed 
January 18 with five transports, the 
cruiser Nashville, gunboat Helena and 
our dispatch boat, arriving off the city 
of Sorsogon January 20. 
Company K 
was first ordered to show as scouts 
and provost guard. We proceeded in 
small boats in a short time. The guns 
of the naval vessels being in the mean* 
time trained on the city. We met with 
no resistance, about 600 of the insur-

Com­ 
pany M took up quarters at the fort 
and Company K made barracks out of 
the president’s headquarters. Com­ 
panies I and L were here for a short 
time, but were assigned for garrison 
duty in neighboring towns. 
We are located on a beautiful spot 
off the Bay De Sorsogon. The Filipi­ 
nos are very fond of dress, bright and 
gay colors predominate

male sex. The senorita is as much at­ 
tached to her cigarette as the 
men. 
They take kindly to music and dancing 
and are great dancers and gamblers. 
There are a great many 
Spaniards 
here, mostly people of wealth. 
They 
have* a more

wounding many. A few days later we 
were relieved 
by 
Company L, 47th. 
Yesterday we received courier 
that 
they had been attacked by large forces 
of the insurgents, having a hard bat­ 
tle, kitling and wounding many 
and 
finally driving them from the place, 
200 reported killed. Have not yet got 
the official news. 
On March 4 we took the city of Ba­ 
con after a hard fight and left a gar­ 
rison of 19 men from Companies K 
and M to guard the city. 
On April 
16 about 300 Bolo men and some rifles 
attacked the barracks from three di­ 
rections. and after a hard 
fight we 
repulsed them, killing and wounding 
many. 
The other companies are doing good 
work at Leyaspl, Donsol, Belan and 
seeing plenty of fighting.

one of the first commissioners of Pickaway county, a member of’the legis­ 
lature and an associate judge of the court of common pleas 
Elias Florence spent his early years working on his father’s farm and 
managed to secure a fair education, largely th ro u g h his ow n unaided exer­ 
tions. After attaining manhood he entered into th e business of buying and 
selling live stock, in which he was very successful

He represented Pickaway county in the house of representatives during 
the Twenty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thirty-second and Thirty-ninth general 
assemblies, and in the senate during the Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth gen 
era] assemblies.

he was elected both to the legislature aud congress by constituencies which 
were largely Democratic.

served hut a single term, failing a second election. 


HEMAN A. MOORE 
Of Franklin county was elected to the Twenty-eighth congress in 1842 from 
the Tenth district, Franklin, Licking aud Knox counties, and died in 1844 
before the expiration of his term, and was succeeded by Alfred P Stone 
He was born in Plainfield, Vermont, in 1810, and came to Ohio when a 
young man, and served as adjutant general of the state tor a brief neriod 
He died in Columbus April 3, 1844.

P E R L E Y B. JOHNSON.' 
Perley B. Johnson of Morgan county s-rved in the house of the Thirtv- 
second general assemblies. 1833-1834.

Tarts, Aug. a.An attem pt was made 
here to assassinate the Shah of Persia. 
The shall sat at tile right hand side 
of his carriage, with his doctor at bis 
side. 
Opposite was the gralid vizier 
and at Ills side General Parent, the 
personal aid of the shah. 
They were 
on their way to tile Dont Alexander 
IIL, where they were to take the float 
on the Seine to Sevres to visit the pot­ 
tery works there. The landau turned 
to the left toward the Avenue Hoise de 
Boulogne. 
It had not gone far when 
a man. dressed as a carpenter, rushed 
toward tin* carriage and put his right 
foot on Hie step. resting his left hand 
on the door to assist him to mount. 
Then, draw ing his hand from his t»oek- 
et. he pushed a revolver toward the 
shah’s head. The shall was surprised 
but did not pay much attention to the 
man until he perceived the weapon. 
Then he bounded aside, and. standing 
tip In the landau, lifted a eane. and 
about a second later brought it down 
upon the head of the would-be assail- 
feet and seized the man in both arms 
and twisted his wrist, actually raising 
him*from the ground. The grand vizPi 
Is a veritable giant, and without ap­ 
parent effort he held the aggressoi 
suspended In the air. 
Then a police­ 
man. following on a bicycle, .lumped 
from his machine, and. grasping the 
man. drew him bark. Other police ar­ 
rived and the man was overpowered 
and led away. 
When the man had 
been led away the Rhah reseated him 
self In his carriage and quietly spoke 
in Persian to the grand vizier. Then 
he said to the coachman: “Drive on.** 
The pistol en rrtflA-by the would-bc 
murderer was of the bulldog type 
loaded with five cartridges.

the police seized the man he tried to 
break awny and cried: “Vlvlere! Chil­ 
dren! People!** An officer tried to stop 
him. hut he shouted: “To my assist­ 
ance. friends.’’
